¿ou ght for in their movements. 
It is in 
their power of expression that the orator, 
the singer, 
the acto r, 
the 
inexhau stible 
sou rce of their finest efforts. 
In prayer, in 
pain, in joy—-when man commands or when 
he su pplicates—his bau d u plifted, lowered, 
or hovering in space, seem to be sowing his 
thou ghts in air, ju st as grain is scattered to 
the winds by the sower. 
In all ou r social relations, is not the hand 
the veritable mediu m of exchange between 
hearts? It gives the welcome, it opens hos­ 
pitality, it seals friendship; it is by the 
hand that we convey the visible sign of the 
bond which u nites two affections or two 
destinies. 
Before attempting to enter into any an­ 
alysis of the movements of the hand, how­ 
ever, we mu st lay down one general ru le, 
viz.: 
That u su ally the activity of the 
hands, as well as the mobility of the physi­ 
ognomy (ou tside of all special influ ences of 
character or su rrou ndings), is an almost 
certain sign of cerebral activity, and con­ 
sequ ently of intelligence. 
We often meet in 
society persons w'ho can never remain a 
minu te withou t handling something, or who 
keep moving their fingers all the time if 
they have nothing to handle; su ch persons 
are nearly always persons of great intelli­ 
gence. 
Their hands, irritated by inaction, 
u re like those fine thorou ghbreds who paw 
the grou nd with impatience to begin the 
race. 
And it is highly important to notice 
this tendency in children, for it au gu rs well 
for their fu tu re intelligence. 
In regard to the movements of the hand 
we can classify according to a few general 
principles. 
Whatever tends to open, to sprea d out the 
hau d, signifies clearness, brea dth, truth, sim­ 
plicity, facility. 
Whatever feeling cau ses 
the hand to 
clench itself, to close, to diminish its appear­ 
ance, is connected with obscu rity, limitation, 
dou bt, complication, difficu lty. 
The more energetic a nd ra pid these move­ 
ments a re, the more violent a nd sudden the 
feeling or the intellectua l a ction which in 
spires them. 
There a re certa in gestures which ha ve be 
come so identified with certa in sentiments 
tha t their mere definition is equiva lent to a 
verb. 
We 
sa y 
*%bow 
one’s 
fist,” for 
“ threa ten;” we sa y “ point one’s finger a t a 
person” to designa te ma lice. 
The gestures 
of designation, of wa rning, of precision, in­ 
dica ted by more or less tension of the index- 
finger, a re too well-known to dwell upon. 
We press the fingers fla t upon the fore­ 
head to recall a memory; the open ha nd to 
concentra te thought. 
We 
rub or scra tcl 
the forehead 
in trying to think how to gel 
ou t of a difficulty; a ma n often scra tches 
his ea r when he feels emba rra ssed. 
And 
’as one scra tches also when bothered by a 
flea, the saying “ he’s got a flea in his ea r” is 
a pplied to a ma n who does not know wha t 
to do. 
To finger one’s chin, to ca res9 It often in 
su ccession expresses in common belief 
de­ 
liberation, the 
sea rch for mea ns to fu lfill a 
pu rpose. 
Finally to ru b one’s bands together—a 
sign of jo y —has .passed into common par­ 
lance ise fru iter les mains) as an expression 
indicative of joy, self-congratu lation. 
The 
same thing m ay be said of clapping the 
hands, 
which has always and among all 
people» been accepted as the sign and the 
m etaphor of enthu siasm. 
The snapping of 
one’s fingers is aL o a mark of joy. 
Agony also has its gestu res,—the au tom­ 
atic repetition of two or three movements, 
always the same, and always the infallible 
foreru nners of 
death.
